By  an  incredible  stroke  of 
good  fortune,  the  Princeton  Re- 
gional School  District  happens 
to  ha\'e  on  its  Middle  School 
faculty,  a  brisk,  white-haired 
math  teacher  named  Chester 
Harker  who  is  a  retired  Air 
Force  colonel  with  a  specialty:

The  law  doesn't  require 
Itransportation  for  anybody  who 
stays  after  school  for  sports,  to 
Mr.  Harker's  great  relief.  - 

"We  conferred  all  across  the 
line  with  the  key  people  at  all 
these  schools,  and  worked  out 
compromises. ' '  Mr.  Harker 
says  .in  his  firm,  military  man- 
ner. "We  had  wonderful  coop 
eration."

Mr.  McClure  was  a  partici 
pant  in  the  1965  workshop  on 
social  studies  held  at  the  Rock 
land  Country  Day  School,  Con 
gers,  N.Y.,  where  he  was  head 
master.  The  workshop  was  the 
outgrowth  of  several  years  of 
discussions  and  conferences 
among  educators  on  the  possi 
bilities  of  using  the  idea  of 
"development"  as  the  basis 
for  up  dating  study  in  the 
schools. 

Development,  as  the  work 
shop  defined  it,  is  the  "trans 
formation  from  a  traditional 
society  to  a  modern  society,  in 
volving  political,  economic,  so 
cial,  religious  and  intellectual 
changes.  It  involves,  above  all, 
the  why  and  how  of  the  process 
of  change." 

Signposts  of  change  include 
the  relationship  of  the  individ 
ual  and  the  family,  the  poHtica! 
community,  the  system  of  edu- 
cation and  training,  the  nature 
of  economic  activity,  the  social 
system  above  and  beyond  the 
specific  I'elationship  of  the  in 
dividual  and  the  family,  and 
the  climate  of  opinion  of  so- 
ciety. 

A  Look  at  Tradition.  With 
these  signposts  in  mind,  the 
PDS  students  will  take  a  look 
at  traditional  societies  (such  as 
ancient  Sparta,  feudal  socie 
ties.  Rus.sia  before  Peter  the 
Great,  the  antebellem  SoutJ!  in 
the  United  States  .and  contem 
porary  Ethopia  where  ways  of 
behavior  change  little  from 
generation  to  generation,  where 
life  is  mainly  agrarian,  class- 
Hmited  and  fatalistic. 

They  will  discuss  modern  so 
cieties.  where  the  family  is 
limited  to  the  parents  and  min- 
or children,  where  family 
standards  tend  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  peer  groups, 
rather  than  by  the  family  as 
a  whole,  where  a  high  degree 
of  specialization  has  replaced 
I  the  self-sufficiency  of  a  more 
traditional  society.  The  modern 
society  is  mobile,  marked  by 
diversity  of  social  interests, 
a  pluralistic  political  commun- 
ity and  a  wide-spread  accept 
ance  of  the  need  for  public  sup- 
ported mass  education. 

The  students,  through  their 
reading  and  discussion,  begin 
evaluation  of  transitional  socie 
ties,  such  as  Japan  and  Russia 
during  the  19th  Century,  seek 
ing  the  forces  causing  change, 
the  rise  of  new  groups  that; 
cause  tension  and  conflicts  and 
new  problems  that  call  for  so 
lotions  or  the  impact  of  a  ere 
ative  personality.

Mr.  Test  told 
the  Zoning  Board  that  a  new 
post  office  would  not  be  detri- 
mental to  the  Engineering 
Zone. 

He  suggested  that,  if  the  post 
office  were  rejected,  somebody 
could  build  a  five  story,  130.000 
square  foot  building  on  the  plot 
with  space  for  653  cars  and 
only  a  20-foot  setback.

They, 
put  up  the  long  cedar  fence 
that  shelters  the  faculty  park 
lot  at  John  Witherspoon 
school.  They  moved  filing  cab- 
inets. They  worked  with  "Pat"

ment of  Education  as  a  refer-! 
iTice  book  for  teachers  on  the , 
problem  of  youthful  involve- 
ment with  narcotics  and  dan- 
fcrous  drugs. 

Titled  "Drug  Abuse,"  the 
book  is  designed  to  give  leach-' 
ers  and  school  HdTninistrators 
a  deeper  understanding  of  the 
problem  and  to  outUne  the  role 
the  school  might  play  as  an 
agency  combatting  the  pro. 
b1em. 

"There's  no  question  that  we 
will  use  it."  Kenneth  Michael 
principal  of  Princeton  High 
School,  said  of  the  book.  "This 
is  the  type  of  thing  we  have 
been  looking  for.  There's  not 
much  puhlisflicd  for  tcaclvers. 
There  are  a  number  of  com- 
mercial things  out  that  we 
can  purchase,  but  there's  noth 
ing  that  we've  found  tiiat  is| 
really  orfcctivc  for  educators 
lo  use."

mends, the  booklet  states,  "an 
expansion  of  the  narcotics  in 
struction  to  include  all  danger- 
ous and  harmful  substances." 

Apparently  referring  to  LSD. 


the  introduction  notes  that  al- 
though statistics  show  narco- 
tics abuse  rates  have  declined 
in  the  last  52  years,  "they  do 
not  reflect  the  mushrooming 
abuse  of  other  dangerous  and 
harmful  substances  and  fail 
to  reveal  the  growing  incidence 
of  such  abuses  among  the  gen- 
eration presently  in  schools 
and  colleges." 

Accounts  of  incidents  of  drug 
abuse  involving  young  people 
"are  often  inaccurate,  bizarre 
and  sensational  and  create 
m  i  s  c  o  n  c  eptions.  Educators 
need  some  sober,  factual  and 
official  corrective  to  the  mass 
of  hysterical  misinformation 
which  they  have  heard  and 
read." 

"The  cardinal  purpose  of 
this  document  is  to  provide 
educators  with  knowledge;  that 
this  knowledge  will  relieve 
much  of  whatever  sense  of  in- 
adequacy and  frustration  they 
may  now  be  experiencing  and 
that  a  mood  of  increased  calm 
and  objectively  in  this  area, 
throughout  the  sdiool  system 
will  contribute  to  a  more  ra- 
tional handling  of  the  pro- 
blem."

A  Look  at  the  Lineup.  Every 
member  of  the  Ivy  League  has 
more  lettermen  returning  to 
play  football  this  season  than 
Princeton.  In  sharp  contrast  to 
the  14  tested  veterans  who  will 
report  to  Dick  Colman  at  the 
end  of  this  morrth.  Dartmouth 
has  20.  Cornell  25.  Brown.  30, 
and  Yale  the  astronomical  total 
of  .35 — more  than  enough  for 
three  complete  platoons. 

To  paint  an  even  darker  pic- 
ture for  the  Tigers,  it  can  be 
reported  that  only  two  of  the 


other  Ivies  (Columbia  and  Har- 
|vardl  lost  more  lettermen  by 
!  graduation  than  the  19  who  re- 
ceived diplomas  last  June  at 
jthe  steps  of  Nassau  Hall.  Re- 
placement of  those  departed

is  the  assignment  Colman  and 
jhis  staff  must  undertake  in  the 
coming  weeks  as  they  prepare

and  Harvard.
